The Bucks County Park Board 
is planning a vast development 
program 
for 
the 
Silver 
Lake 
area, costing nearly $4 million 
and to be completed by 1980. 


The multi - purpose recreation 
area will be bounded roughly by 
Route 13, Bath Road 
and 
the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike in Bristol 
Township 
and 
Bristol 
Borough 


and will include nearly 500 acres. 
Prelim inary work is already un­ 
der way. 


Needs Of 100.000 


Park Board Executive Director 
Robert W. Pierson and his land­ 
scape architect Marvin Feld, feel 
that the area will suit the needs 
of the 100,000 persons living in 
Mill Creek Valley sector. 


Feld recently completed a lo­ 
cation sketch of the land which in­ 


cludes Silver and Langenfelder 
Lakes. 


There will be an am phitheatre 
seating about 4,000 persons, a na­ 
ture center, 
gam e 
and 
picnic 
areas and a rejuvenated Langen­ 
felder Lake with facilities for 
boating and next to it, a swim­ 
ming pool with an honest-to-good- 
ness beach. 


Natural Waterway 


There will be a natural water­ 


way between the tw o lakes and in 
;years to come, a boating enthu- 
! siast will be able 
to 
navigate 
from the southern end of Silver 
Lake, 
through 
the 
waterway, 
I across Langenfelder and a short 
way up the creek flowing into it 
; — a total distance of a mile and 
a half.

Flora Slows, 


Nears Gitmo 


SAN JUAN, P R . (UPI)—Hurri­ 
cane 
Flora 
smashed 
into 
the 
southeastern tip of Cuba today 
near the big U.S. naval base at 
Guantanamo Bay, but its force 
diminished earlier while slashing 
through the rugged mountains of 
southern Haiti. 


Its 
winds dropped 
from 
140 
miles per hour to 115 during the 
early morning hours but Flora 
still moved northwest on a deadly 
course toward the Bahamas. 


The weather bureau said in a 
5 a.m. advisory Flora was lo­ 
cated 
about 
160 
statute 
miles 
west-northwest of Port au Prince, 
Haiti. At this position the hurri­ 
cane’s gale force winds had al­ 
ready struck Cuba. 


The advisory said Flora was 
moving toward the northwest at 
12 miles per hour. The hurricane 
was expected to move across Cu­ 
ba's Oriente Province today and 
into the central Bahamas tonight 
and Saturday. 


The weather bureau said Flora 
was expected to increase in size 
md intensity after crossing Cuba 
and reaching the area of the 
Bahamas.

Pierson referred to a taxpayers’ 
suit against the county to prevent 
the sale of seven acres of land 
for $70,000 for use as park land. 


“This hassle is giving voters a 
bad taste in their mouths,” Pier­ 
son said. 


No Reason For Distrust

B Boyer and Adolph A. Andrews 
has been attacked bv Commission­ 
er John J. Bodlev and commis­ 
sion candidates Milton Berkes and 
Walter S. Farley Jr., both Demo­ 
crats. 


Willing To Testify 


Bodley said he would be willing 
to testify against his fellow com­ 
missioners during the court case 
instituted by Berkes and Farley. 


According to Pierson, the park 
board is delaying property set­ 
tlements until the voters decide 
in November on Project 70 and 
enabling legislation is passed in 
Harrisburg. 


The reason for this, he said, 
is that the county must have

Conformity Annoys 


Levittown (IS. J.) 


Levittown, N .J., a modern, middle-income 
housing community of 12,000 — a carbon copy 
of Levittowns in New York and Pennsylvania — 
is tired of conformity. 


On Nov. 5 the people intend to do something 
about it. Voters will decide whether or not the 
nam e of the town should be changed back to 
Willingboro. 


It was in a sim ilar referendum four years 
ago that residents voted to change the name 
from Willingboro to Levittown, in honor of the 
m an who built the community, developer William 
J. Levitt. 


There is a Levittown in New York besides 
here in Pennsylvania and the result has been a 
tangle of confused identity, the New Jersey 
residents feel. 


Much of the confusion centers around mail. 
Too often, says the N.J. residents, mail for Lev­ 
ittown, N.Y., winds up in Levittown, N.J., or 
Levittown, Pa., or vice-versa. 


Enough is enough, so a group of residents

He ex­ 
pressed fear that the ultimate ef­ 
fect would be to reduce the num­ 
ber of priests because some men 
would settle for deacon status and 
a wife rather than celibate priest­ 
hood. 
Spellman also asserted that the 


"growing 
number of dedicated 
laymen” in the Catholic Church 
left no need for such an order as 
a perpetual deaconate. 


The New York archbishop ac­ 
knowledged that the order of dea­ 
cons existed in the early church 
and 
is mentioned in the New 
Testament, but he said that be­ 
fore reviving the order council 
fathers should make a careful 
study of the reason why it was 
abolished centuries ago. 


"Not everything old is good” , 
said Spellman.
